The Old Farmer's Almanac called 
for “A clattering and a splattering.” 

Monday night was just that, and 
certainly not the usual quiet May 
night 

The night-time temperatures dipped 
to the freezing mark, turning a storm 
of hgavy rain into one of heavy sn 
and lush "t 

Throughout the night tree limbs 
cracked and globs of slush splattered, 
after falling from the trees. It was a 
sound that kept the dogs barking ll 
night} 

Tha scene Tuesday morning was 
more like March than May, except for 
the lilac and apple blossoms in the 
heavy slush. Throughout the area 
tree limbs were down, and along with 
them telephone and electric wires. 
With their leaves, emerging, the trees 
caught the snow and could not hold the 
weight 

At Brown's Crossing, the 
Wilmington Water Department 
measured four inches of snow, and 
3.14 inches of rain. Strong gusts of 
wind early in the storm were also 
responsible for some broken tree 
limbs.* The storm lasted about 30 
hours, |not clearing until Tuesday 
eveniny 

Power was out on Tuesday in two- 
thirds of Wilmington and in most of 
Tewksbury. Cellars were flooded, 
both on high ground and low, and 
firemen with portable pumps were 
busy aiding homeowners. In Lowell, 
the Red Cross was swamped with 
calls from people seeking shelter. 

In Tewksbury, the power lasted 
through the Town Meeting, which ad- 
journed at 10:23, but the lights went 
out about 11 p.m. At the CB Coffee 
Shop, the clock read 9:30 

The Wilmington Police Station was 
operating on emergency power twice, 
once in the early morning hours, 


the afternoon, beginning at 12:10 p.m 
The police radio was weak, due to the 
“repeater.” located on the Hillside 
Way water tower, having lost power 
It has no emergency generator 

Police were also swamped with 
burglar alarms, due to the broken 
telephone wires 

Falling limbs and trees caused 
damage to a few homes, and blocked a 
number of streets. Two large trees 
fell on Nichols Street in Wilmington 
Smaller limbs fell on most streets. 
creating a slalom course for early- 
morning motorists. 


Two double blows 
The storm dealt a double blow to the 
MacMullin family of Ferguson Road 
Wilmington. A tree fell in the front 
yard, breaking open the front of the 
house. Another tree did likewise in 
the rear of the house 
The storm was a long one for 
members of the Tewksbury Memorial 
High School band and chorus. They 
had been in Fredonia, New York over 
the weekend for a concert. They left 
for Fredonia at 10 a.m. Friday and 
returned home at 6:30 p.m. Monday 
On the way home, they rode through 
the snowstorm, in Western New 
England, where, at the time, there 
was ten inches of snow. When they 
arrived home, it was raining in 
Tewksbury. But the snow followed 
them east, and caught up later in the 
night ‘ 
Weathermen have been saying that 
the snowfall is the first of its kind in 
more than one hundred ten years. 
That is probably correct, but sixty 
years ago, there was quite a 
snowstorm in early May. Peter

‘The success of my business is in its people’

If someone were to tell you that a man by 
the name of Charlie Doe from Winchester. 
one-time cook in the service, got out of the 
military, went to work in the restaurant 
business with his brother, decided to buy a 
cubbyhole of a pub in Boston in 1962. said it 
shortly thereafter because it was not dome 
wellas he had liked, bought another one using 
the same concept, and fourteen years later 
ended up owning ten of them (all successful 
operations), you would probably say. “who 
wrote the script?” The truth is, it remlly 
happened that way. The chain of Englisb- 
style pubs is called the “99's.” And Charte 
Doe is the guy behind the success making 
all happen. 


Charlie made it perfectly clear that he dees 
not want too many people to know about him 
not because he is a recluse, but because he 
honestly believes that it has been the in- 
dreds of good people working for him that fas 
made the 99's what they are. How does the aid + 
adage go - give credit where credit is due” 
However, after talking with Charlie, it dees 
not take one long torealize that Charke Doe ss 
the driving impetus behind the scene that 
makes the organization wark. 


‘The 99's actually began fourteen years ago 
when Charlie Doe bought the 99 ides from 
John Fox, the publisher of the now defunct 
Boston Post. Fax owned the first 98 pub at $8

In the last year, Charlie Doe has looked at 
more than 150 potential sites. “You've got to 
have a gut feeling about @ site,”” he stated 


Fram the minute we go in, Phave the feeling 
it'll be a success. Each and every store that 
we've opened, we've improved upon." 

Doe believes he is the originator of the “big 
bar” concept, although 50 percent of his 
business is food. "A lot of restaurants don't 
want to push the food,” he said. “It's harder 
to dispense food It's not an easy business, 
and the bottom line figure isn’t always as 
good as other businesses.” 

Regardless, Charlie Doe is on the right 
road. He cuts his own steaks, and he makes 
his own salads and soups The Woburn 
building can handle several units easily 

“We came from a small telephone booth to 
this,” he exclaimed, his eyes focusing on the 
vast amount of property on which his newly 
opened executive offices is situated. I look at 
the computer printouts, and it’s amaz 

Including his stint in the service and his 
venture with his brother, Charlie Doe has 

been in the food business for twenty five 
years. There have been many pitfalls. “I 
really believe from an employee's stand:

I 
wish I had a thousand people working for me. 
Let's get people off the streets. A lot of 
businessmen don't want to put people to work, 
but I do. I wish I could go even further."” 

On the subject of franchising, Doe doesn't 
think he wants to branch in that direction. He 
gets a half dozen calls a week from people 
who would like to buy @ franchise, but as of 
now, he does not look at the idea as a serious 
possibility 

Once @ week, Doe sits down with his 
managers and general manager, Teddy 
Hatch, He also makes attempts to get out to 
visit each unit once or twice a week, but

The Old Farmer's Almanac called 
for “‘A clattering and a splattering.”” 

Monday night was just that, and 
certainly not the usual quiet May 
night. 

‘The night-time temperatures dipped 
to the freezing mark, turning a storm 
of hgavy rain into one of heavy snow 
and slush 

Throughout the night tree limbs 
cracked and globs of slush splattered, 
after falling from the trees. It was a 
sound that kept the dogs barking all 
night; 

The scene Tuesday morning was 
more like March than May, except for 
the lilac and apple blossoms in the 
heavy slush. Throughout the area 
tree limbs were down, and along with 
them telephone and electric wires 
With their leaves, emerging, the trees 
caught the snow and could not hold the 
weight 

At Brown's Crossing, the 

Imington Water Department 
measured four inches of snow, and 
3.14 inches of rain. Strong gusts of 
wind early in the storm were also 
responsible for some broken tree 
limbs.* The storm lasted about 30 
hours, {not clearing until Tuesday 
evening 

Power was out on Tuesday in two- 
thirds’ of Wilmington and in most of 
Tewksbury. Cellars were flooded. 
both om high ground and low, and 
firemen with portable pumps were 
busy aiding homeowners. In Lowell 
the Red Cross was swamped with 
calls from people seeking shelter. 

In Tewksbury, the power lasted 
through the Town Meeting, which ad- 
journed at 10:23, but the lights went 
out about 11 p.m. At the CB Coffee 
Shop. the clock read 9:30. 

‘The Wilmington Police Station was 
operating on emergency power twice. 
onee in the early morning hours, 
beginning at 12:26 a.m., and again in 


the afternoon, beginning at 12:10 p.m. 
The police radio was weak, due to the

Police were also swamped with 
burglar alarms, due to the broken 
telephone wires.

The storm dealt a double blow to the 
MacMullin family of Ferguson Road, 
Wilmington.

Another tree did likewise in 
the rear of the house 

The storm was a long one for 
members of the Tewksbury Memorial 
High School band and chorus. They 
had been in Fredonia, New York over 
the weekend for a concert. They left 
for Fredonia at 10 a.m. Friday and 
returned home at 6:30 p.m. Monday 

On the way home, they rode through 
the snowstorm, in Western New 
England, where, at the time, there 
was ten inches of snow. When they 
arrived home, it was raining in 
Tewksbury. But the snow followed 
them east, and caught up later in the 
night 

Weathermen have been saying that 
the snowfall is the first of its kind in 
more than one hundred ten years 
That is probably correct, but sixty 
years ago, there was quite a 
snowstorm in early May.

New England's Heritage 
‘Trail winds for 2000 miles throu 
New England towns and 
countryside, providing visitors 
with a comprehensive view of 
the region's history and culture. 
Administered by the New 
England Couneil for Economic 
Development, trail owes much 
of its attractiveness to the ef. 
forts of the National Park 
Services, which maintains 
numerous sites along the route. 
It also boasts several points of 
historical interests which are 
listed in the National Register 
of Historic Places 
For those who choose to begin 
their trip in Connecticut, they 
will find that historical sites 
rather than national parks are 
the ‘Constitution State's’ forte. 
The best known perhaps is the 
Charles W. Morgan, last of the 
wooden whaleships that once 
sailed from New England ports, 
which is now permanently 
enshrined at Mystic Seaport 
Further along the trail in 
Rhode Island, the Park Service 
maintains a National Historie 
Site at the oldest Jewish house 
of worship in North America 
Touro Synagogue in Newport, 
designed by the noted colonial 
architect, Peter Harrison, in 
1763. In Providence, the Park 
Service is establishing the 
Roger Williams National

The 
Rhode Island trail also leads to 
several sites listed in the 
National Register. 

It is in Massachusetts that the 
Park Service has made its 
largest contribution to the 
Heritage Trails, maintaining no 
less than eight separate areas 

Entering the Commonwealth, 
the traveler encounters the 
Cape Cod National Seashore, an 
extensive natural area inbued 
with New England history 
dating from the Pilgrims to the 
Space Age. The seashore, which 
will someday encompass 27,000 
acres, has been developed by 
the Park Service into four 
major areas: expansive 
beaches, hiking trails, natural 
reserves, and historical sites. 

Furth. north, on Cam 
bridge's famous Brattle Street, 
is the Craigie House, home of 
Henry Wadsworth Longfellow 
for 45 years. Longfellow moved 
to the house in 183, after his 
second marriage, and lived 
there until his death in 1882, 

In Boston, the National Park 
Service has embarked on a plan 
for the establishment of the 
National Historical Park which 
will include seven sites of major 
historical significance 

In the newly restored Quiney 
Market area, travelers may 
visit Faneuil Hall, the “Cradle 
of Liberty", where discussions 
and meetings were held that ied 
to the founding of the nation. 
Within sight of Faneuil Hall 
stands the Old State House, seat 
of British colonial rule and site 
of the first reading of the 
Declaration of Independence to 
the people of Massachusetts. 
Immediately adjacent to this 
building is the scene of the 
Boston Massacre, where five 
young Colonials were felled by 
British bullets*five years before 
the Revolution began. And just 
down Washington Street is the 
Old South Meeting House, now a 
museum and no longer used for 
religious services. It was here 
that town meetings were held 
when they grew too large for 
Faneuil Hall 

Close by, in Boston's North 
End, stands the famous Old 
North Church, built in 1723 as a 
place of worship for 
Anglican,

While in 
Charlestown, visitors may 
board the U. S. S. Constitution 
oldest commissioned ship in the 


United States Navy. “Old 
Ironsides”’. as it is better 
known, was launched from 


Boston in th 1790's but did not 
gain military prominence until 
the War of 1812 


All in all, the Boston National 
Historical Park promises to 
draw both national and in: 
ternational attention to the 
historical significance of the 
city 


A separate national historical 
site, not connected with the 
Park, is located in the nearby 
suburb sf Brookline. In a 


modest home on 83 Beales 
Street, John Fitzgerald Ken 
nedy, 35th President of the 
United States, was born, May 
29, 1917. The house has been 
restored to its original condition 
and is now open to the public. 


A few miles from Boston, in 
the suburban communities of 
Lexington and Concord, the 
Heritage Trail winds through 
the Minuteman National 
Historical Park, scene of the 
first exchange of gunfire be- 
tween Colonists and British 
soldiers. The traveler can drive 
along the old battle road, visit 
the town green in both 
Lexington and Concord, and 
walk across “The rude bridge 
that arched the flood,” where 
embattled farmers fire the 
‘shot heard round the world 


Elsewhere in the Bay State, 
the PAark Service maintains 
the old Saugus Ironworks, a 
memorial to the American iron 
and steel industry. Here the 
visitors may stroll through a 
reconstruction of a colonial 
ironworks-visiting the furnace, 
ironhouse, and rolling and 
slitting mill

Further north on the Massa- 
chusetts coast, the Trail leads to 
the Salem Maritime National 
Historic Site, where the Park 
Service has preserved the 
highlights of the seaport town 
which was a leading center of 
trade during the eighteenth and 
nineteenth centuries. 

Northern New England has 
several outstanding sites 
maintained by the Park Ser 
vice. In the little town of Cor: 
nish, New Hampshire, just over 
a covered bridge from Windsor. 
Vermont, stands the St 
Gaudens National Historical 
Site. Here visitors may tour the 
home and studio where the 
world renowned sculptor 
Augustus St. Baundens, created 
some of his most famous works.
